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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on May 4, 2010 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
application 10/727,074 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claims 1,4-15, 20-21,24-35,41 and 44-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 1,21,41 
and 57 recite the limitations for "means for detecting slowly declining changes in 
impedance in response to the accumulated determined differences" in combination with 
the other elements in the claim(s). 

However, figure 9 seems to show that it only detects "significant changes in 
impedance" in step 530 from the accumulated differences (see paragraphs 93-96). 
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Although, paragraph 96 does discuss a slow change, no where does the specification 
disclose the use of a "means for detecting a slow change. . ." in combination with the 
other elements in the claim(s). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-1 5, 20-21 , 24-35, 41 and 44-57 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear 
what element in the specification accomplishes the "means". Paragraph 96 only states 
"it may have value for detecting extremely slow disease processes" but it does not state 
what element does this and how this process is preformed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

1 . Regarding claim 57, the computer readable medium is drawn to non-statutory 
subject matter since it is "functional descriptive material". There is not a functional 
interrelationship between the computer readable medium and other claimed elements of 
the device that permit the functionality to be realized. See MPEP 2106. The examiner 
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recommends including "non-transitory" so the claim should read - a non-transitory 
computer readable medium--. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 7-1 9 and 37-39 are allowed. 

2. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 .1 11 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
